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being separated by a gap from the first perimeter framing member, with the height being at least 
about 100% of the width of the gap and exterior surfaces of the first and second wall panels being 
at least substantially parallel and coplanar. These percentages are not specifically taught or suggested 
by the cited references. 

Applicant has added new claims 112-119. Independent claim 112 is a combination of 
independent claim 56, intervening dependent claim 57, and allowable dependent claim 65; 
independent claim 114 a combination of independent claim 67 and allowable dependent claim 75; 
independent claim 115a combination of independent claim 67, intervening dependent claim 69, and 
allowable dependent claim 77; independent claim 117 a combination of independent claim 79 and 
allowable dependent claim 86; and independent claim 118a combination of independent claim 79, 
intervening dependent claim 80, and allowable dependent claim 88. 

Based upon the foregoing, Applicants believe that all pending claims are in condition for 
allowance and such disposition is respectfully requested.
